the S47 which you owe me for supplies 
gUren you on credit.'' 
"Supplies on credit!" exclaimed the

Snbse-1 
nuently he informed, rue that he hacli 
mistaken the negro Wethers for a man 
who owed him money for supplies, tinrl j 
that he had offered him two cents more j 
than his cotton was worth in order to i 
get control of it and pay himself : " but 
lor " said he in conclusion, "niggars are 
go much alike that you never can tell I 
one from another." Another incident 
which poesto'show how ignorant the 
ne"roes are of business and business i 
calculations, came under my notice, i 
Seein" a large crowd that hnd collected i 
inone'corner of the square, I went over, 
and found that two negroes werf disput- 
ing about the division of their crop.

The bridge 
had been swung open on n dark night 
and left open. The lamps on the ap- 
proach were not lit, and no barrier was 
pnt up. It was so clearly a case of gross 
Se-ligenco that the city had to seek 
gome other defense' than thnt of duo 
care 
The mechanic was walking, when 


he fell, to see a man who had promised 
him work, and he -was walking on n 
Sunday evening- The City Attorney 
raked out of the statute book of the 
State an old Act which forbade such a 
Me oi tho day and tho plaintiff was non- 
raited, on the ground-that the Ifiw would 
not grant redress for nn injury incurred 
nhile the sufferer was breaking the law. 
There are other cases of equal injustice. 
Thus, in. Connecticut, contracts modi. 
on Sunday are void, and money paid ou 
that day for goods which are not subse- 
quently delivered, cannot be recovered 
AVo are glad to note the fact that the 
Courts are beginning to interpret these 
rigid statutes, the relics of a mode o 
thon"M 
aud 
life 
which 
tuclb 


few followers now, with a wise liber- 
»litv. The Supreme Court o f New \ ork 
W held that the statute of that btatd 
which forbids any person to "expose to 
sale" anything except meats, milk, oucl 
fish ou Sunday, and makes tho excep- 
tion end at 9 A.M., is intended merely to 
stop public sales, and does not invali- 
date »ny private contract, made in a 
nniet nnd orderly way. So a note given 
or dated-en Sunday is good. Tho Iven- 
tacky Court of Appeals has recently ren- 
dered a decision which displays the 
acme -of art in getting around the Ken- 
tucky luw which forbids contracts. The 
decision lays down the following rules: 
Jn general,' contracts njtwle in contra- 
vention o' an express statute are void. 
This is-not, however, exactly the case 
with those made on Sunday. The latter 
sue illegal only iu the element of tmic 
AVhen they are purged of this they be 
come valid. Purgation takesplace \vheu 
they arc 
subsequently arnrmed, bj 


word or.deed. . li ouo party has paid 01 
done anything under the contract, anc 
the instrument is not affirmed, ho may 
demand restitution or compensation. 
Then, it tlie second party refuses sucli 
restitution or compensation, lie is to be 
considered as having affirmed the con- 
tract ! This is very neat. It makes 
cheating under the pretense of observing 
Sunday fin impossibility. Now that a 
court oi large jurisdiction has taken this 
liberal view of a law that should be ob- 
solete, it is reasonable to suppose that 
its views will obtain also in other htatcs
